Heavy Engagements 
. On Western Fronts 


The whole western fighting front 
is the scene of heavy engagements. 
At some points big guns haye been 
roaring incessantly for days, infantry 
have been engaged in hand-to-hand 
struggleseand grenade fighting and 
mining operations have played a 
prominent part in the battles, while 
the airmen have fought each other 
above the lines and have been can- 
nonaded from below by anti-aircraft 


guns. 4 ; 

The Germans have captured an ad- 
ditional half mile of French trenches 
around Tehure, in the Champagne dis- 
trict, and their artillery bombardments 
in the neighborhood of Massiges and 
Navyarin have been answered in kind 
by the French. ' 

To the north of Soissons, around 
Tarny, and along the River Aisne, the 
Germans started an infantry attack, 
but the French. put it down with guns 
and rifles, : 

To the south of Somme the Ger- 
mans endeavored to surround outpost 
trenches, but desisted under the heavy 
fire of the French. 

In upper Alsace, Germans turned 
their guns on the trenches the French 
had recaptured from them, but the 
French, during the night had evacua- 
ted the trenches and the shelling did 
no other damage than to shatter the

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SCHOOL RETRENCHMENT 

At the regular meeting of the 
council last Monday evening 
Councillor Lavelle introduced a 
question which to our mind is 
* entirely out of the jurisdiction 
of the council and foreign to 
council meeting proceedings. 
That was in regard to. the mat- 
ter of teacher’s salaries. 

The ratepayers of the town 
elect men to conduct the school 
affairs just the same as they 
elect men to run the town’s af- 
fairs and the school board is re- 
sponsible to the ratepayers for 
their actions in just the same 
measure as the council is respon- 
sible to the ratepayers for their 
actions. "This, being the case we 
cannot see why the council, 
either as a body or as individual 
councillors have any right to 
criticize the borad. : 
. Councillor Lavelle, as a rate- 
payer, has a perfect right to'crit- 
icizg the school board, but there 
is a time and e place for him to 
register that complaint, but that 
time and place is at the regular 
meetings of the school board at 
their regular place of meeting, 
and not at a council meeting. 

‘Since Councillor Lavelle has 
introduced the subject of school 
expenses we have taken the 
trouble to do some investigating 
and we find that while Redcliff’s. 
tax rate for school purposes is 
one mill, the tax rate for towns 
of similar size ranges from four 
to ten mills. We are also in- 
formed by members of the 
school board that when the mat- 
ter of retrenchment came up be- 
fore. the board they also made 
some comparisons and found 
that the salaries paid the teach- 
ers here were as low and in some 
cases lower than those paid in 
‘other places of similar size after 
a cut had been made. We also 
learned that in the rural school 
district of Bowell a higher sal- 
ary was paid the teachers there 
last year than was being paid to 
the experienced teachers in our 
. own school. : 

Apart from the present salar- 
ies paid there is also to be con- 
sidered,the fact that in. most 
places teachers who give satis- 
faction are given a raise of from 


twenty-five to fity dollars a- 


year. During the past two 
years this has not been done in 
Reccliff, so that’ this fact may 
be considered as an act of- re- 
trenchment. Again it must be 
remembered that for several 
months last year the school 
teachers practically financed the 
school board, as during that time 
they drew no salaries, thus sav- 
ing the town interest on over- 
draft, which in itself is quite an 
item. ~ 
On the whole we cannot see 
_ that the ratepayers have any 
complaint regarding the ex- 
penses the school, as any reason- 
able reduction that could be 
made would not amount to more 
than five cents a year to the 
average ratepayer, and it might 
seriously interfere with the ef- 
ficiency of the teaching staff, as 
good teachers are now very 
searce in this province.

‘vanish as good roads materialize. 
The further improvements of 
the school’ in many parts of 
Illinois awaits better roads. The 
churches will be greatly bene- 
fited by improved highways. 
Rural social life will be lifted and 
the neighborhoods strenghtened 
by. the: movement for improved 
highways. ° As iti days of old, 
all roads lead to. Rome, now all 
roads lead to a richer community 
life. The “Highwaymen” are 
the real builders of communi- 
ties.”

Allies Not Frightened 
By Huns Latest Move 


There is no evidénce that the Brit- 
ish or allies propose to change the 
status of their merchant’ ships or, the 
policy of arming merchantmen on ac- 
count of. the Austro-German declara- 
tion. The government as yet has 
not formally considered the subject, 
but the consensus of opinion as shown 
by newspapers and authorities who 
have been interviewed is that Ger- 
many’s declaration of the policy means 
no alteration in her policy, except 
that it may orferate to keep neutrals 
off the ships of the belligerent pow- 
ers and thus give a clearer field for 
submarines to sink merchantmen. 

Summarizing the situation, it is con- 
sidered that Germany will win an im- 
portant diplomatic victory if the Uni- 
ted States agrees to withdraw its pro-
